Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  on  the  work  of  the  Department  and  the  health  of  the 
City  for  the  year  1964. 

Once  again  there  has  been  no  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  of 
any  consequence,.  The  picture  has  changed  out  of  all  recognition  in  the 
last  twenty  years,  and,  except  for  importations  of  such  diseases  as 
smallpox  and  enteric  fever,  notifiable  infectious  diseases  generally 
cause  little  trouble.  It  is,  however,  vitally  important  to  maintain  the 
vaccination  and  immunisation  cf  children  at  a  high  level,  for  there 
have  been  one  or  two  small  outbreaks  of  diphtheria  in  other  areas  which 
show  that  this  disease  can  still  not  be  disregarded. 

The  voluntary  social  services  for  old  people  in  Ripon  are  of  a 
very  high  standard,  and,  with  improving  housing  and  the  availability  cf 
home  help  and  nursing  services,  our  senior  citizens  are  adequately  looked 
after. 


The  usual  details  of  County  Council  health  services  are  Included, 
and  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  has  contributed  a  report  on  his 
work. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  members  of  the  Council,  ray  brother  Officers, 
and  the  staff  of  the  department  for  much  help  and  advice.

The  Medical  Officer  cf  Health  serves  the  Borough  of  Harrogate,  the 
Urban  District  of  Knaresborough,  Ripen  &  Pateley  Bridge  Rural 
District  and  Nidderdale  Rural  District  in  a  similar  capacity.  He  is 
also  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  for  the  West  Riding  County 
Council  for  the  whole  of  this  area,  and  is  responsible  for  the  day 
to  day  administration  of  the  County  health  services. 

The  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  a  Senior  Assistant 
County  Meal  cal  Officer. 

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  do  the  meat  Inspection  at  the  Ripen 
slaughterhouse  and  are  also  responsible  for  refuse  collection  and 
disposal  in  the  City.

The  Division  In  its  western  part  consists  of  the  upland 
country  lying  to  the  south  west  of  the  River  Ure  and  containing 
the  upper  part  of  N'idderdale.  The  eastern  part  is  flat  country 
in  the  plain  of  York  hounded  on  the  north  east  by  the  Rivers  Ure 
and  Ouse  and  containing  the  lower  part  of  the  River  Nidd. 


Harrogate  stands  in  rolling  country  to  the  south  and  west  of 
the  Nid*.  It  has  teen  known  as  a  Spa  for  a  long  period  and  is 
now  a  busy  conference  and  holiday  centre  which  provides  pleasant 
residential  surroundings.  It  is  becoming  Increasingly  an  ad¬ 
ministrative  centre  for  large  organisations. 


The  City  of  Ripon  is  an  ancient  market  town  in  the  valley  of 
the  Ure.  It  is  the  centre  for  a  large  rural  area  around,  and 
manufactures  paint  and  concrete  products. 


Knaresbcrough  is  an  attractive  holiday  centre  situated  on  the 
Nidd  in  that  part  of  its  course  where  It  flows  in  a  limestone 
gorge  of  considerable  beauty.  It  is  also  a  market  town  and 
shopping  centre  for  a  large  and  populous  rural  area  and  has  a 
large  weekly  market. 


Ripon  &  Pateley  Bridge  Rural  District  and  Nldderdale  Rural 
District  are  both  large  agricultural  areas  with  numerous  villages. 
The  former  contains  the  small  town  of  Pateley  Bridge  in  the 
valley  of  the  Nidd  which  is  the  administrative  centre  of  the 
district.

We  have  been  without  the  services  of  a  senior  assistant 
for  the  greater  part  of  the  year,  and  routine  medical  Inspection 
has  fallen  further  Into  arrears.  Temporary  part-time  assistance 
has  now  been  obtained  and  It  is  hoped  that  some  of  the  arrears 
of  work  will  be  made  up. 

The  number  of  defects  found,  however,  was  proportionately 
higher  than  In  the  previous  year.  This  Is  not  thought  to  be  a 
real  increase,  but  Is  due  to  the  special  referral  of  children  with 
defects  to  the  medical  staff.

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5.  CARDIAC  CLINIC 


The  Cardiac  Clinic  is  held  in  the  out-patients  Department  of 
the  Harrogate  General  Hospital  on  Monday  mornings  and  is  staffed 
by  Dr.  W.S.  Suffern,  Consultant  Cardiologist,  Dr,  L.J.  Prosser, 
Paediatrician,  Dr.  M.  Poison,  Senior  Assistant  County  Medical 
Officer,  a  Health  Visitor  and  a  shorthand /typist  from  this 
Divisional  Office. 


Appointments  are  made  for  eight  children  to  be  seen  at  each 
Clinic  session  and  each  child  is  given  a  physical  examination, 
followed  by  screening  and  E.C.G. 


Recommendations  are  made  from  time  to  time  regarding  restrictions 
in  P.T.  and  school  games,  and  precautions  for  dental  treatment 
and  operations  requiring  anaesthesia. 


Reports  are  sent  to  the  child's  doctor,  and  copies  forwarded  to 
the  Health  Visitor  or  school  medical  section  for  Inclusion  in  the 
appropriate  records,  in  special  cirouastaxues,  reports  are  also  sent 
to  the  parents,  school  dental  officer  or  headmaster. 

During  1962+,  202  attendances  were  made  by  172  children  of  whom 
20  were  new  cases  referred  from  the  following  areas

Eight  children  were  seen  at  two  special  Cardiac  Clinics  held  at 
tne  Harrogate  General  Hospital,  attended  by  Mr.  G.H.  Wooler,  Thoracic 
Surgeon  at  Leeds  General  Infirmary. 


Mr.  Wooler's  opinion  and  recommendations  in  respect  of  these 
children  are  as  follows:- 


1.  Trunctus  arteriosus.  No  operation  at  present. 

2.  Patent  ductus,  with  possible  congenital  lesion  of  mitral  valve. 

For  further  investigation  and  an  operation. 

3.  Possible  ventricular  septal  defect,  with  pulmonary  stenosis  - 

suggests  operation  at  some  future  date. 

4.  Awaiting  cardiac  catheterisation  and  further  investigation.

Tea  children  were  seen  at  the  Thoracic  Surgery  Unit  at  Leeds  General 
Infirmary  by  Mr.  Wooler  or  a  member  of  his  team,  for  further 
Investigation.  Four  children  were  given  cardiac  catheterisations  and 
Confirmation  of  the  follow* ug  defects  was  indicated:— 


1.  Severe  pu' mooary  hypertension. 

2.  Patent  ductus  arteriosus. 

3.  Acyanotlo  Fallot's  Tetralogy. 

4.  Infundibular  pulmonary  stenosis. 
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Three  children  underwent  successful  surgery  in  Leeds  General 
Infirmary  for  the  following  defects:- 

1.  Correction  of  Fallot's  Tetralogy  and  V.S.D. 

2.  Ligation  of  patent  ductus  arteriosus, 

3.  Correction  of  pulmonary  stenosis. 

Two  further  children  attended  Leeds  during  the  year  for  follow-up 
after  operations  carried  out  before  1964. 

The  Cardiac  Clinic  continues  to  be  a  most  valuable  part  of  the 
School  Health  Service  in  this  Division  and  is  much  appreciated  by 
general  practitioners  and  other  medical  staff.  The  ages  of  children 
referred  vary  between  a  few  weeks  to  17  or  18  years,  and  are  kept  under 
observation  as  long  as  is  necessary.  When  they  reach  school -leaving 
age,  they  are  usually  transferred  to  Dr.  Suffern's  adult  clinic.

During  the  year  we  had  several  changes  of  staff.  Mrs.  Nursten  left  at 
e  end  of  August  to  take  up  her  appointment  as  Senior  Lecturer  at  the 
college  of  Technology,  Bradford,  and  has  been  greatly  missed  by  all  of 
us.  We  were  fortunate  that  Mrs.  Bindman  volunteered  to  attend  two 
sessions  weekly,  and  she  has  continued  po  follow  her  cases  since  the 
appointment  of  Mr.  Skinner  to  the  clinic  in  November. 


Mr.  Pritchard  left  at  the  end  of  September  to  commence  a  mental  health 
course  at  Manchester  University.  Dr.  Schofield,  whose  interest  in 
our  clinical  meetings  had  always  been  welcomed,  left  Harrogate  In  the 
Spring. 
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Mr.  Pickles  visited  Bridge  House  School  regularly  until  July,  and  will 
continue  to  attend  occasionally.  He  has  also  maintained  personal  contacts 
with  many  of  the  local  schools  attended  by  children  referred  to  .the  Clinic. 

Mr.  Mannlx,  following  his  appointment  early  in  December  attended  the 
Clinic  for  a  short  period  for  observation  and  for  help  in  the  work  of  the 
Clinic. 

Ir.  1964,  113  new  cases  were  referred;  81  boys  and  32  girls.  As  usual  the 
number  of  girls  was  lower  than  the  number  of  boys,  indicating  possibly 
the  greater  social  nuisance  which  boys’  symptoms  give.

As  compared  with  previous  years  there  were  a  larger  proportion  of 
referrals  from  General  Practitioners  and  from  the  Paediatrician.  We  have 
welcomed  the  increasea  referrals  from  General  Practitioners  and  hope  to 
follow  this  up  by  inviting  them  to  some  of  our  clinic  meetings.  These  have 
continued  during  Thursday  lunchtimes;  on  some  occasions  to  discuss  a 
particular  case  or  situation,  such  as  when  Dr.  Simps on-Smith,  and 
Professor  Meredith  and  Mr.  Richards  of  Leeds,  came  over;  on  others,  we 
have  met  Head  Teachers  to  follow  progress  of  children,  or  to  discuss  new 
cases  which  they  have  been  instrumental  in  referring. 


MISS  BLACKBURN'S  REPORT  ON  REMEDIAL  TEACHING. 


We  began  the  educational  year  with  16  on  roll,  but  a  girl  who  had  been 
attending  f. r  some  time  was  transferred  to  St.  Peter's,  Horbury,  during 
August,  196Z4,  allowing  one  more  to  be  admitted.  This  gave  the  following 
groupings.

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Again  it  will  be  seen  that  by  far  the  larger  proportion  are  boys,  but  one 
important  and  gratifying  feature  is  that  10  of  these  children  are  of  primary 
school  age,  and  k  others  in  the  first  year  at  Secondary  Modem  School.  Since 
the  beginning  of  September  the  numbers  have  grown  to  20,  and  we  have  taken  in 
the  groups  3  more  boys  of  8  years  of  age  and  a  boy  of  13+. 

There  is  a  very  varied  range  cf  problems,  but  almost  all  the  children  are 
having  difficulties  in  reading  and  most  are  now  making  progress  in  that  subject. 
The  boys  in  the  eldest  &gB~group  are  responding  very  well  to  encouragement  and 
individual  help  and  regular  interviews  with  parents  and  headmasters  reveal 
pleasing  improvements  in  school  work.  One  boy  continues  regular  speech  therapy 
for  a  bad  stammer  and  rather  more  than  half  of  the  children  are  receiving 
psychiatric  treatment  from  Dr.  Gore,  some  every  2  weeks  and  the  rest  3-weekly. 
Not  all  parents  require  regular  visits  to  the  psychiatric  social  worker  but 
where  this  is  necessary  the  remedial  teacher  is  able  to  report  progress  and 
discuss  home  problems  with  the  social  worker  and  parent. 

We  were  able  to  discharge  2  boys  at  Christmas.  They  had  been  helped  over 
the  first  term  of  transfer  to  a  secondary  modern,  and  settled  in  well  and  are 
now  making  satisfactory  progress.  On  final  testings  by  Mr.  Pickles,  quite 
considerable  progress  had  been  made  ahd  he  felt  the  boys  should  manage  now  in 
their  own  schools. 

It  has  been  gratifying  to  find  more  and  more  heads  asking  for  remedial  help, 
though  we  do  have  to  point  out  that  we  deal  with  emotionally  disturbed  children 
and  not  with  sub-normal,  so  that  our  cases  for  remedial  help  do  not  usually 
fall  below  an  I.Q.  of  8C .  I  have  been  grateful  for  the  willing  co-operation  of 
medical  staff  where  there  were  suspected  physical  defects,  and  for  information 
on  homes,  supplied  by  health  visitors,  as  well  as  for  the  help  given  by  heads 
of  schools. 

Finally,  I  would  like  to  say  how  much  I  appreciate  the  co-operation  and 
friendliness  of  the  Child  Guidance  Team  in  giving  advice  and  suggestions  on  the 
educational  problems  of  these  children. 


In  September  we  had  a  visit  by  School  Medical  Officers  attending  the  Leeds 
ascertainment  course. 

Two  post-Graduate  students  from  the  Institute  of  Education,  Leeds,  came 
regularly  to  the  Clinic  during  the  Spring  term.  We  have  also  had  Health 
Visitors  and  other  students  in  training  visiting  us.  Miss  Griffin  has 
continued  to  come  to  some  of  our  meetings  and  we  have  also  had  regular  contact 
with  Miss  Sedgwick  and  with  members  of  staff  of  the  local  Children's  Homes. 

For  our  part  we  have  visited  Breckonborough  School,  near  Thirsk,  Fairfield 
Hospital,  York,  and  the  Paediatrician's  Department  at  Harrogate  General  Hospital. 

We  heard  with  regret  of  Dr.  Smithson's  illness.  As  always  we  have 
appreciated  the  support  and  Interest  shown  by  Dr.  Hepple.

The  health  department  clinics  are  very  useful  in  that  they 
are  able  to  put  the  expectant  mother  in  touch  with  the 
local  services  which  will  be  of  use  to  her. 

One  district  nurse/midwife  attended  an  ante-natal  clinic 
held  periodically  by  a  general  practitioner  in  his  own 
premises  during  the  year. 


(c)  RELAXATION  AND  MOTHERCRAFT  CLASSES 

These  are  held  regularly  for  expectant  mothers  at  2, 
Dragon  Parade,  Harrogate,  Fysche  Hall,  Knares borough,  and 
Alma  House,  Ripon,  26  expectant  mothers  made  1,022 
attendances  at  the  Harrogate  Clinic,  49  mothers  made  317 
attendances  at  Knaresborough  Clinic  and  45  mothers  made 
291  attendances  at  the  Ripon  Clinic. 

A  new  class  was  started  in  the  Church  Hall,  Upper 
Poppleton  on  5th  May,  1964,  and  14  expectant  mothers  made 
yo  attendances  to  the  end  of  the  year.

(f )  ROUTINE  TESTS  ON  YOUNG  CHILDREN. 

One  type  of  mental  defect  Is  due  to  a  metabolic  disturbance  which 
produces  damage  to  the  brain  In  «<*rly  life.  It  Is  detectable  by  a 

simple  test  on  the  urine  of  young  babies  which  Is  now  done  as  a  routine 
by  the  health  visitors  for  the  babies  In  their  care. 

1,597  children  were  tested;  all  were  negative. 
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The  health  visitors  and  midwives  also  test  young  Infants  for 
congenital  dislocation  of  the  hip  by  the  Ortolani  test. 

One  child  with  an  abnormality  of  the  hip  was  discovered  during 
the  year. 

(g)  DENTAL  CARE 

The  arrangements  for  dental  treatment  of  expectant  mo the 
and  nursing  mothers  continue  as  before. 

(h)  CARE  OF  UNMARRIED  MOTHERS  AND  THEIR  CHILDREN 

The  unmarried  girl  who  Is  having  a  baby  Is  often  desperately 
in  need  of  expert  help  and  advice.  She  needs  to  make  arrange¬ 
ments  for  the  confinement,  and  for  her  own  rehabilitation  and 
the  care  of  her  child  afterwards. 

Valuable  work  In  this  field  is  done  by  the  Social  Workers 
of  the  Ripon  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Association  who  work  In 
clese  co-operation  with  the  general  practitioners,  the  health 
visitors,  and  the  health  department. 

The  County  Council  makes  grants  in  approved  cases  towards 
the  cost  of  institutional  care  before  the  confinement. 

132  cases  were  dealt  with  by  the  department  during  the  year. 
This  figure  includes  about  28fo  of  people  who  came  into  the 
division  from  other  areas.  Of  the  residents,  2  were  under  15 
years,  kk  were  between  the  ages  of  15  and  19,  while  75  were  aged 
between  20  and  29  years.  This  is  not,  therefore,  mainly  a 
teenage  problem,  as  is  often  assumed. 


(1)  CARE  OF  PivL MATURE  INFANTS. 


These  small  babies  need  special  care  to  avoid  Injury  from 
chilling.  2  Sorrento  cots  and  equipment  are  provided,  based 
at  Harrogate  and  hipon,  for  loan  to  doctors  and  midwives  looking 
after  premature  babies.  Neither  of  the  cots  were  used  during 
the  year. 

The  Sorrento  cot  has  the  disadvantage  of  being  too  bulky  for 
easy  transport,  and  at  the  time  of  writing  the  prevision  of 
smaller  portable  incubators  is  still  being  considered. 
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(3)  ALBANY  AVENUE  DAY  NURSERY 

This  nursery  Is  open  from  8.30  a.m.  to  4.30  p.m.  from 
Monday  to  Friday.  It  accommodatles  the  young  children  of 
mothers  who  are  obliged  to  maintain  themselves  and  their 
families  by  going  out  to  work.  The  health  of  these 
children  is  supervised  by  the  medical  staff  of  the 
Department. 


M  INSPECTION  OF  CHILDREN  AT  RESIDENTIAL  NURSERIES  AND 
COUNTY  CHILDREN’S  HOMES.  - - 

The  arrangements  detailed  in  my  previous  report  have  suffered 
as  a  result  of  staff  shortage.  Doctors  are  always  available 
however,  to  examine  admissions  and  discharges  and  to  deal  with 
any-  medical  problems  In  these  institutions. 

8.  PAEDIaTkIC  CLINICS. 

In  Harrogate  children  are  seen  by  the  paediatrician  at  the 
hospital. 


NOCTURNAL  ENURESIS. 


I  am  indebted  to  Dr.  Hall  for  the  following  report:— 


"33  cases  of  enuresis  were  added  to  the  list  for  the 

B^fzer  durlnS  1964.  They  were  referred  from  School 
Examinations,  Health  Visitors,  the  Paediatric  Clinic  and 
General  Practitioners. 


19  cases  from  1963  continued  treatment '.during  1964. 

13  cases  were  very  successful  and  6  fairly  successful. 


In  1  case  the  general  practitioner  was  asked  to  supply 
Dexamphetamine.  The  child  Involved  was  a  very  deep 
sleeper  and  was  not  disturbed  by  the  buzzer  but  by  the 
rousing  of  the  rest  of  the  family,  l  child  was  a  'relapse' 

fnr.rJe  resPcnded  ^aIn  ^ ^  quickly  and  there  has  been 
no  further  call  from  the  mother. 


1  case,  a  girl  of  twelve,  has  occupied  a  buzzer  most  ef 
one  past  year.  The  case  Involved  was  referred  by  the 
paediatrician  and  the  child  has  a  proved  minor  renal  fault. 
The  enuresis  has  been  Improved  by  the  alarm  buzzer  but 
t  is  difficult  to  know  whether  the  prolonged  use  Is 
justlrlecU 


As  the  waiting  list  grows, 
buzzer  must  be  reduced 


the  period  for  the  use  of  the 
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In  the  RIpon  Area  14  cases  were  treated  during  1964. 

4  were  still  under  treatment  at  the  end  of  the  year  and 
since  have  had  good  results  and  the  alarms  have  been 
withdrawn.  7  cases  showed  successful  results.  2  cases 
moved  from  the  area  before  treatment  was  completed. 

1  showed  no  Improvement  and  the  buzzer  was  withdrawn. 

6  cases  were  awaiting  the  alarm  buzzer  at  the  end  of 
the  year,  (all  have  now  been  supplied).  1  old  case 
has  Infrequent  periodic  relapses  and  Is  amongst  those 
awaiting  a  buzzer. 


9.  MIDWIFERY, 

During  1964-  W.ll.C.C.  domiciliary  midwives  cared  for  269 
home  confinements  while  1,739  cases  were  delivered  In 
Institutions.  ll|8  of  the  latter  were  sent  home  at  forty- 
eight  hours,  226  cases  after  forty-eight  hours  but  up  to 
and  including  the  fifth  day,  and  371  cases  after  the  fifth 
day  but  before  the  tenth  day. 

Four  whole-time  midwives  and  ten  home  nurse/mldwives  were 
working  In  the  area  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

iildwlves  In  Private  Practice  delivered  3  babies  at  home  and 
59  In  institutions. 

The  picture  In  midwifery  Is  changing.  More  women  are  having 
their  babies  In  hospital  and  many  are  coming  home  again  In 
24  or  48  hours  to  the  care  of  the  domiciliary  midwife.  This 
practice  calls  for  the  closest  liaison  between  hospital 
maternity  departments  and  local  health  authority  staff  In  order 
to  safeguard  the  mother's  Interests. 
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One  Statutory  Notice  was  received  from  midwives  during  the 
year  as  follows :-

10.  HEALTH  VISITING 

20  full-time  Qualified  Health  Visitors,  1  full-time  Assistant  Health 
Visitor,  and  2  part-time  assistant  Health  Visitors  were  employed  in  the 
area  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Three  of  them  did  tuberculosis  visiting 
and  maintained  liaison  between  the  Health  Department  and  the  Chest 
Physicians.  One  was  largely  occupied  with  the  admission  and  discharge 
of  old  people  to  hospitals,  old  people's  homes,  and  Part  III 
accommodation,  working  closely  with  the  geriatric  unit  at  Knares borough. 
Like  the  rest  of  the  nursing  staff,  they  work  under  the  general 
direction  of  the  Divisional  Nursing  Officer.

Mainly  Phobic  Anxieties,  some  anxiety  neuroses, 
and  a  few  alcohol  and  drug  ad lets.  Dr.  Maricn 
Morris,  who  gave  her  services  to  this  group  of 
patients  was  awarded  her  D.P.M.  with  honours 
and  she  felt  the  experience  In  the  Therapeutic 
Club  had  been  valuable. 

Tuesday.  No  Group  work.  There  is  swimming  at  Starbeck  Baths 

from  2  p.m.  to  3  p.m.  Seven  patients  have  taken 
part  in  this;  five  are  still  interested.  During 
cold  weather  the  attendance  has  on  occasions 
dropped  to  one  patient,  but  the  activity  has  been 
kept  alive.  Tuesday  is  always  a  very  full  day, 
with  O.P.  Clinics  and  the  evening  Social  Club  on 
the  same  day, 

Wednesday  Group.  Psychotlcs.  During  1964,  Dr.  Ahmad  directed 
the  activities  if  this  group. 

Thursday  Group.  The  younger  age  group  -  Psychopaths  and 
stabilized  schizophrenics. 

Friday  Group.  All  discharged  hospital  patients  needing  social 
support.  None  is  likely  to  be  discharged  as  no 
longer  needing  the  service.  All  are  members  of 
the  Social  Club  and  the  Friday  Grcup  ensures  that 
they  are  seen  twice  a  week,  a  care  and  maintenance 
group. 

(b)  Psychiatric  Social  Club. 

This  Club  meets  at  the  Training  Centre,  Starbeck,  on 
Tuesday  evenings.

Bradford  N.A.M.H.  Hostel.  We  have  had  assistance  from  the  N.A.M.H. 
Bradfurd  on  four  occasions.  In  two  cases  the  patient  refused  at  the 
last  moment  to  accept  the  place  which  had  been  offered.  In  two  other 
cases  the  patient  was  admitted  but  failed  to  "make  the  grade". 


Co-cperatlcn  with  G.P»s.  A  Mental  Welfare  Officer  Is  now  attending 
the  surgery  of  a  four  doctor  joint  practice  each  Wednesday  morning 


when  cld  and  new  psychiatric  cases  are  Invited  to  attend. 

Another  G.P.  who  has  referred  quite  a  number  of  his  patients 
for  pre-care  and  after-care,  regularly  Invites  the  Mental 
Welfare  Officers  to  meet  him  to  discuss  the  cases.  The  number  of 
patients  cf  G.P»s  who  have  never  been  referred  to  a  hospital 
and  who  have  had  care  in  the  community  only  is  rising. 

Voluntary  Help.  Four  offers  of  voluntary  help  have  been 
accepted  and  have  proved  successful.  One  cffer  cf  help  was 
from  a  lady  who  obviously  needed  psychiatric  help  and  this  has 
also  been  arranged. 

(d)  Cut-patient  Clinics. 


Throughout  the  year  the  services  of  a  Mental  Welfare  Officer 
have  been  available  in  the  Harrogate  General  Hospital  Out-patient 
Clinic,  and  in  the  Ripon  General  Hospital  Out-patient  Clinic,  on 
four  half  days  a  week,  (one  half  day  In  Ripen  and  three  in  Harrogate) 

The  Consultant  Psychiatrist  Is  Dr.  D.E.  Munro  cf  Clifton 
Hospital  and  he  has  been  assisted  throughout  the  year  by  Dr.  Marlon 
Mcrris,  Dr.  A.K.  Gillie,  Dr.  M.  Ahmad,  and  Dr.  M.E.  Galley.  In  the 
Harrogate  Clinic  they  work  in  teams  cf  three.  Ripon  is  Dr.  Munrcds 
responsibility.

Miss  M.  Reynolds,  the  Centre  Supervisor,  reports  as  follows 

"At  the  beginning  cf  the  year  there  were  60  trainees  on  the  roll 
31  In  the  Junior  Wing,  4  in  the  Special  Care  Unit,  12  in  the  Adult 
Female  Wing,  and  13  In  the  Adult  Male  Wing. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  a  new  class  was  started  in  the  Junior  Wing, 
making  four  classes  in  this  Wing.  75  trainees  were  on  the  roll  - 
LI  in  the  Junior  Wing,  6  In  the  Special  Care  Unit,  13  In  the  Adult 
Female  Wing,  and  15  in  the  Male  Adult  Wing.  This  showed  an  all  over 
increase  of  15  trainees  during  the  year. 

During  19^4,  3  trainees  left  after  obtaining  jobs  and  2  children 
were  transferred  to  Special  Schools  for  E.s.N.  children. 


The  year  began  with  two  members  cf  staff  away  on  training  courses 
run  by  the  National  Association  for  Teachers  of  the  Mentally 
Handicapped.  Mr.  Plant  returned  in  July  having  been  successful  in 
obtaining  the  Dipxcma  for  Teachers  cf  the  Mentally  Handicapped  - 
Addults.  Miss  McCall  is  still  away  on  her  course  in  Bristol. 
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Mr.  Plant  and  Mrs.  Mawson,  as  Senior  Instructors,  are  responsible  for 
the  contract  work  output  In  the  adult  wings.  They  seem  tc  feel  that  some 
of  the  work  Is  too  difficult  for  the  trainees  and  have  t <•  do  quite  a  lot 
of  It  thenselves,  especially  In  the  Female  Wing. 

I  feel  that  new  there  Is  so  much  contract  work  to  be  done,  social 
training  and  Independence  Is  not  being  continued,  especially  for  the 
younger  adult  trainees.  Without  going  Into  detail,  I  begin  tc  wonder 
If  these  trainees  -  those  of  fifteen,  sixteen,  and  seventeen  years  of 
age  -  would  benefit  by  being  In  a  really  goed  and  progressive 
transitional  class /group  as  much  of  the  work  as  possible  could  be 
carried  out  in  the  community  where  the  social  situations  actually 
exist.  Adult  behaviour  could  be  encouraged  along  with  adult  co-operation 
and  adult  work  habits.  Social  "know-how"  is  of  great  importance,  and 
much  of  it  cannot  be  carried  out  in  a  classroom/wcrkrocm.  At  the  same 
time  manual  dexterity  could  be  encouraged  with  tools  and  equipment  found 
in  an  adult  wcrkrccra. 

The  payments  to  patients  scheme  is  working  very  well  at  the  Centre  and 
trainees  lock  forward  to  pay  day. 

From  September,  the  Centre’s  own  new  k'tchen  became  fully  operative, 
serving  a  well  cooked  varied  diet.  It  is  staffed  by  a  cook,  one  full¬ 
time  maid,  and  1  part-time  maid. 

Periodically  students  on  the  training  course  for  Teachers  of  the 
Mentally  Handicapped,  Sheffield,  spend  varying  lengths  cf  time  at  the 
Centre  cc  teaching  practice. 

Swimming  sessions  continue  at  Starbeck  Swimming  Baths  each  week.  These 
are  very  much  enjoyed  by  these  trainees  who  attend  and  are  proving  to  be 
beneficial. 

A  talk  was  given  at  the  Centre  on  Road  Safety  which  was  illustrated 
with  models  and  flannelgraphs.  Fire  drill  takes  place  periodically 
and  on  occasions  the  fire  men  call  at  the  Centre  and  allow  the  children 
to  climb  into  the  fire  engine  and  try  on  helmets,  etc. 

In  September  a  simple  Harvest  Festival  was  held  at  the  Centre.  In 
November  there  was  a  Halloween  party  and  in  December  a  most  successful 
and  enjoyable  Christmas  Concert  and  Nativity.  Parents  and  friends  packed 
the  Hall  and  many  ef  them  had  to  stand. 

We  had  a  Christmas  Party  for  the  Junior  Wing  and  Special  Care  Unit 
complete  with  clowns  from  Billy  Smart's  Circus,  and  Santa  Claus.  The 
adult  trainees  had  their  party  on  a  different  day  and  the  Y.M.C.A.  gave 
a  film  show  after  tea.  Patients  from  Oulton  Hall  Hospital  were  invited 
to  both  parties. 

An  adult  female  trainee  was  awarded  a  Diploma  of  Merit  in  a  McDougalls 
Cake  Competition,  and  later  another  adult  female  trainee  won  First 
Prize  in  another  Cake  Competition. 

Paintings  done  by  junior  trainees  were  entered  in  a  Yorkshire  Regional 
Competition.  We  won  the  First  and  Third  Prizes. 


The  Parents*  Association  use  the  Training  Centre  for  meetings  and, 
since  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  for  a  weekly  club. 


(g)  Harrogate  Hostel. 

The  f cllcwing  Is  a  report  by  Mrs,  J,  Fulbery  the  Warden:— 

"The  residential  Hostel  for  8  children  was  cpened  on  the 
9th  July,  1964,  and  between  then  and  the  end  of  the  year 

12  children  were  admitted 

4  children  were  discharged.  (3  short-stay  and  1  unsuitable) 
1  child  was  transferred  to  Seacroft  Hospital, 


During  the  Training  Centre  summer  vacation,  5  children  aged  from 
5-17  years,  were  resident  in  the  Hostel. 

3  stayed  for  1  month 


1  stayed  for  3  weeks 
1  stayed  for  2  days 

In  each  case  their  stay  was  due  to  the  indisposition  of  the  Mother  - 
1.  confinement.  2.  pregnancy  and  large  family.  3.  broken  leg. 

4.  an  operation.  5.  exhaustion.  The  parents  were  extremely 
grateful  in  every  case  as  otherwise  the  children  would  have  had  to 
be  admitted  to  hospital  during  the  family  emergency.  The  children 
concerned  thoroughly  enjoyed  their  visit  and  the  recreational 
facilities  in  the  grounds.  They  were  taken  for  outings  and  the 
Warden  and  her  husband  took  two  small  mongol  boys  to  the  sea  for  a 
day  during  the  August  Bank  Holiday. 


The  Autumn  term  commenced  on  September  8th  and  the  Hostel  was  filled 
to  capacity  and  remained  so  until  December  6th.  The  8  children 
aged  o  -  1C  years,  comprised  4  mcngols  (3  boys  and  1  girl) 

2  microcephalies  (2  boys),  and  2  unclassified  (1  boy  and  l*girl). 

The  children  settled  in  remarably  quickly  and  scon  took  the  Hostel 
Tor  granted  as  their  second  home.  After  an  initial  period  of 
adjustment  -  some  of  the  children  were  difficult  and  anti-social  In 
behavUur  and  at  least  ene  very  destructive  -  the  Hostel  settled 
down  to  a  strenuous  but  happy  term.  A  very  real  feeling  of  family

similar.  This  feeling  was  particularly  helped  by  having  a  father  who 

comes  heme  from  vK>rk  each  evening  In  time  for  a  Lsfgme  and  to 

tn1?hWlth  b®dtlniv''  routIne  baths  and  prayers  and  was  always  there 
In  the  mornings  to  assist  with  the  big  boys.  37  tnere 

Apart  from  the  usual  colds  and  occasional  bilious  attack  rhe 
children  regained  free  fro.  any  infection,  wUh  ?he  excepu'on  o, 
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one  bey  with  scabies  (c®ntracted  before  admission),  and  one  case  of 
Salmonella  Typhimurium  (source  undiscovered),  who  was  transferred  to 
Seacrcft  Hospital  on  December  6th. 

During  out  cf  schorl  periods  the  children  were  encouraged  In  free 
activity,  but  organised  games  were  also  enjoyed:-  table  tennis, 

10  pin  bowling,  animal  dominoes,  the  latter  a  particular  favourite 
In  the  dark  evenings.  Two  thirds  of  the  children  enjoyed  the 
television  programmes.  Outings  In  the  Warden's  car,  particularly 
to  the  Pine  Woods  for  hide  and  seek,  ball  games  and  walks  were  very 
popular.  The  Harrogate  'Illuminations'  were  a  great  attraction. 

A  firework  display  on  the  terrace  was  a  great  success  on  Guy  Fawkes 
night.  A  visit  to  the  Fire  Station  for  the  cider  boys,  with  a 
searchlight  and  ladder  demonstration  kindly  put  on  by  the  firemen 
will  not  soon  be  forgotten.  On  December  17th  there  was  a  Christmas 
party  with  balloons,  crackers,  ice-cream  and  jellies,  games  and 
presents  from  the  Christmas  tree. 


15.  HOME  HELP  SERVICE.

16.  PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS.  CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE 

The  chest  Physicians  hold  sessions  twice  a  week  at  Scotton 
Banks  Hospital,  three  times  a  week  at  Harrogate  c-eneral  Hospital, 
and  once  a  week  at  Ripon  &  District  Hospital. 

Tuberculosis  Health  Visitors  attend  the  clinics  at  Harrogate  and 
Ripon.  One  of  the  sessions  at  Harrogate  Is  used  as  a  special  children's 
and  adolescent's  clinic. 
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179  contacts  were  skin  tested  and  156  of  them  were  given  B.C.G. 

The  Chest  Physicians  saw  16  new  cases  of  tuberculosis. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  Visited  Harrogate,  Knaresborough  and 
Upper  Pcppleton  during  196iw 

h,5Ul  perstns  were  examined  and  2  cases  of  active  tuberculosis  and 
6  cases  of  Inactive  tuberculosis  were  discovered.  In  addition,  17 
other  non- tuberculous  abnormalities  were  found. 

The  Harrogate  and  Ripen  Care  Committee  has  continued  its  valuable  work, 
and  assistance  in  kind  rr  cash  was  given  to  several  cases. 

Liaison  has  been  maintained  with  the  Ministry  cf  Labour  and  the 
Disablement  Resettlement  Officer  with  regard  to  the  working  conditions 
of  patients. 

There  are  three  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitors  in  the  Division.  One 
eperates  in  Ripon  City  and  Ripen  and  Pateley  Bridge  Rural  District. 

One  covers  Harrogate  Borough,  Knaresborough  Urban  District,  and  the 
Western  part  cf  Nidderdale  Rural  District.  One  does  the  easterr 
find  of  Nldderdal s  Rural  District. 

315  orders  for  free  milk  were  Issued  to  €2  patients  on  the 
recommendation  cf  the  Chest  Physician  during  the  year. 

The  Department  continues  to  provide  nursing  equipment  on  loan  at 
the  request  of  heme  nurses  cr  general  practitioners. 

Recuperative  Heme  Treatment.  Recommendations  were  received  from  general 
practitioners  regarding  15  applications  for  recuperative  heme  treatment. 

5  were  in  respect  of  school  children  and  10  in  respect  of  adults. 

17.  CHIROPODY. 


This  service  continued  to  be  provided  for  old  age  pensioners, 
expectant  mothers,  and  handicapped  persons. 

A  direct  service  is  in  operation  in  the  Borough  of  Harrogate,  and 
indirect  services  provided  in  conjunction  with  voluntary  bodies  were 
worked  in  Ripon,  Knaresborough,  Pateley  Bridge,  Boroughbrldge, 
Poppleten,  Nun  Mcnktcn,  Burton  Leonard  and  Whixley.

HEALTH  EDUCATION. 


Health  Education  is  slowly  expanding  and  we  have  now  more  Health 
Visitors  taking  an  active  part  this  past  year  than  In  196 3;  with 
the  increase  of  staff  in  August  they  have  had  mere  time  to  spare 
for  this  aspect  of  their  work. 

Mrs.  Wood  who  is  interested  in  Health  Education  has  taken  the 
responsibility  for  care  and  maintenance  and  co-ordination  of 
equipment  and  ordering  of  materials.  This  is  proving  very  useful 
as  special  films  or  equipment  ordered  for  the  division  can  be  used 
more  than  once  before  returning  them  to  County  Hall. 

Miss  Edwards  visited  the  Division  in  November  and  discussed  with 
the  staff,  next  years  programme.  This  was  a  useful  afternoon  ana 
following  It  Mrs.  Wood  and  Miss  Griffin  paid  a  visit  to  Woodlelgh  to 
examine 'Health  Education  matjrials  themselves  and  came  back  with 
new  ideas* 

Formal  teaching  in  the  Clinics  still  remains  difficult,  but  at 
Starbeck  Mrs.  Wood  has  made  a  start,  she  has  arranged  demonstrations 
en  such  things  as  safe  toys,  safety  in  the  home,  prevention  of  burns, 
etc.  and  has  given  short  talks  on  a  number  of  subjects. 

Rlpon  have  again  tried  films,  but  the  toddlers  are  a  great 
distraction.  Miss  Colli nson  has  given  short  talks  on  such  subjects 
ts  accident  prevention. 

The  sound  film  projector  has  been  a  very  valuable  aid  to  teaching. 
K  has  been  used  at  least  Z+l  times  during  the  year,  often  showing 
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two  cr  three  short  films  to  such  varied  audience  as  Mothers 
Clubs,  Young  Wives,  school  children  and  old  people. 

The  most  popular  film  has  been  "To  Janet  a  Son"  and  "The  Story 
cf  MeR3truatlr.il". 

Wetherby  Division  has  used  the  prcjector  *>n  1/4  occasions.  These 
figures  do  net  include  showing  films  r.o  stafr  at  nivisional 
meetings. 

Relaxation  Classes  are  still  very  pcpular  and  increasing  in 
number.  We  have  now  two  classes  on  Tuesday,  two  cn  Thursday 
and  two  cn  Friday  and  one  on  Wednesday  and  Thursday  mornings  when 
the  waiting  list  gets  too  long. 

The  Hamgate  midwives  are  hoping  te  start  a  class  cf  their  v.m 
for  patients  backed  for  district  deliveries. 

A  new  Relaxation  Class  has  been  started  by  Miss  Blrtt  at 
P'.ppletcn,  last  Spring,  and  has  proved  very  popular  and  we  are 
he  ping  when  negotiations  for  the  hall  are  complete  to  start  one 
at  Patel ey  Bridge. 


The  classes  at  RIpon,  Knares b  'rough  and  Poppleton  are  organised 
by  the  midwives  and  help  with  teaching  is  given  by  the  Health 
Visiters,  but  in  Harrogate,  because  of  the  number  of  classes , they 
are  given  by  the  Health  Visitor  with  help  from  the  midwives. 

Teaching  jn  schools  is  increasing  and  very  time  consuming 
because  of  the  preparation  needed. 

A  course  has  been  given  at  Grove  Road  School  and  St.  Peter's 
Senior  girls  cn  mothercraft. 


Mrs.  Walnwright  started  at  tire  end  c*  the  year  a  discussion 
group  of  St.  Peter's  Senior  girls  tn  "Personal  Relationships". 

Miss  Fisher  has  continued  to  give  Mothercraft  Classes  at 
Starbeck  Secondary  Modern  School  and  Mrs.  Wood  for  the  first  time 
has  given  four  short  talks  on  Perscnal  Hygiene  to  Woodlands 
Junior  School  leavers.  She  has  also  given  talks  to  senior  girls 
at  Birklands  School. 


Talks  have  also  teen  given  by  Miss  Colli nsen  to  the  Secondary 
Modern  School  at  Ripen  and  Miss  Sutcliffe  at  Moorside  and 
Marklngtcn  before  she  left. 


Miss  Brown  has  started  at  Pateley  Bridge  a  series  cf  talks  to 
senior  girls  on  Family  Life.  This  will  continue  in  1965.

Miss  Harte  and  Mrs.  Holgate  to  talk  to  them  cn  two  occasions  cn  first 
aid  and  the  birth  of  a  baby. 

Teaching  to  other  groups  and  Clubs  continues.  Miss  Griffin  gave  two 
talks  to  two  different  groups  of  Young  Wives  on  nGr swing  C_d"  and  one  tc 
the  Killlnghall  Friendly  Scciety  on  "Care  of  the  Aged  in  their  own 
Fames  " . 


Early  in  the  year  Miss  Griffin  gav~  a  course  cf  lectures  to  Ft.  John 
Ambulance  nurses  cn  Home  Nursing  and  to  a  mixed  group  of  Red  Cross 
Carets,  Girl  Guides  and  gii^s  taking  the  Duke  of  Edinburgh*s  Award  on 
mo  there  raft.

FOOD  POISONING 


There  were  no  confirmed  cases  during  the  year. 

In  November,  twelve  girls  in  residence  at  the 
Grammar  School  suffered  from  headaches,  vomiting  and 
diarrhoea  which  was  suspected  to  be  due  to  food 
poisoning. 


Investigations  revealed  that  one  case  occurred  two 
days  before  the  next  batch,  and  that  there  were 

no  pathogenic  organisms  in  samples  of  the  food  which 
had  been  eaten.  It  seems  that  this  outbreak,  was 

probably  due  to  a  virus  infection  unconnected  with 

food. 

SCARLET  FEVER  2  cases  were  notified,  compared  with  none  in  the 
previous  year.

In  view  of  the  expanding  nature  of  the  work  of  the  City 
Health  Department  in  recent  years  it  has  been  thought  desirable 
to  present  this  report  In  a  form  designed  to  give  more  Information 
of  Interest  to  the  Committee  and  particularly  to  the  newer 
members  of  the  Council. 

The-e  have  been  many  frustrations  and  progress  in  some 
aspects  of  the  work  appears  to  have  been  sl;,v  but  comparisons 
witn  previous  years  indicate  that  environmental,  conditions  of  a 
large  number  of  citizens  have  been  considerably  improved.  This 
is  the  aim  and  purpose  of  the  committee  and  its  officers. 

It  is  not  possible  for  any  local  authority  department  to 
work  In  isolation  and  I  therefore  record  my  appreciation  of  the 
co-operation  received  from  other  departments. 

Mr.  J.D.  Andrews,  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector 
commenced  duties  on  the  5th  June,  196/+.  This  assistance  Is  of 
Inestimable  value.

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RIVLRS  and  STREAMS 


There  are  two  principal  rivers  within  the  City,  the  Ure 
and  the  Skell.  The  Ure  flows  roughly  north  west  to  south 
east  and  forms  part  of  the  eastern  boundary  of  the  City. 

The  Skell  flows  west  to  east  and  joins  the  Ure  at  Fishergreen, 


Trade  effluent  pollution  Is  not  a  serious  problem.  The 
rivers  form  a  useful  outlet  for  storm  water  overflows  from 
the  sewers. 


It  Is  necessary  to  clear  the  river  Skell  occasionally  of 
debris  such  as  bicycle  wheels,  tyres,  mattresses,  etc. 


PRIVETS  SANITARY  CONVENIENCES 


There  are  no  pall  closets  in  use  within  the  City.  A  few 
waste  water  closets  are  in  use.  Otherwise  the  City  is  100^ 
on  the  water  carriage  system. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION  and  DISPOSAL 


Frequency  Refuse  is  collected  regularly  each  week  from 

households  and  most  business  premises,,  In  the 
case  of  certain  ca'es  and  hotels  refuse  is 
collected  two  or  three  times  per  week  and  dally 
from  the  Training  College  during  term*  A  charge 
of  £1  per  bin  per  year  is  made  for  the  collection 
of  trade  refuse,,  During  1964/5  the  income  was 
£202, 


Domestic  Storage:  The  method  of  domestic  storage  is  generally 
by  galvanised  dust  bins,  these  being 
collected  from  the  rear  of  the  premises  by 
Corporation  refuse  collectors* 


Paper  Sacks:  During  1963  the  Corporation  authorised  a  pilot 
scheme  using  paper  sa^ks  instead  of  metal  bins. 
The  scheme  was  a  success  in  that  time  is  saved 
in  not  having  to  return  the  empty  oln  and  the 
method  is  much  more  hygienic.  In  the  case  of 
Corporation  estates  so  far  equipped  the  sack 
holders  are  general] y  wall  mounted.  In  a  few 
cases  free  standing  concrete  pedestals  are  used. 

A  new  sack  is  left  at  these  houses  when  the  full 
sack  is  collected. 

Efforts  are  being  made  to  persuade  private 
householders  to  adopt  the  scheme.  It  will  be 
aporeciated  that  many  of  the  new  houses  entail 
a  long  walk  to  collect  a  full  bin  and  another 
walk  to  return  the  empty  bin.  Each  private  house 
converted  to  the  paper  sack  scheme  means  a 
useful  saving  in  collection  time.

The  Shelvoke  and  two  Harriers  are  engaged  solely  on  the 
collection  of  refuse.  The  other  Harrier  is  used  for  the 
collection  of  salvage  from  business  premises.  It  also  helps 
with  refuse  collection  at  holiday  periods  or  when  other  vehicles 
are  undergoing  repair. 
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During  196/*  the  vehicles  carried  out  the  following  work:

Each  vehicle  has  had  its  share  of  necessary  repairs.  The  S.D.  has 
been  off  the  road  about  6  weeks  during  the  year;  the  other  vehicles 
for  lesser  periods  of  time.  There  have  been  over  50  punctures 
repaired  -  these  of  course  being  mainly  due  to  the  glass  content 
of  the  refuse  over  which  the  vehicles  ran  at  the  tip. 


Hired  haulage:  The  cost  of  hired  haulage  has  shown  a  substantial 
decrease  due  to  the  Karrier  3  commencing  work  at  the  beginning  of 
196/*,  No  private  haulage  contractors  were  needed,  vehicles  being 
borrowed  from  the  Highways  Department  as  occasion  arose.  For  refuse 
collection  the  cost  was  £56  and  for  salvage  £4 8  -  a  tctal  of  £10/*.

In  addition  to  his  duties  in  connection  with  refuse  and  salvage 
the  foreman  carries  out  the  practicalmwork  of  pests  destruction 
and  spraying  for  infectious  and  other  diseases. 
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To  maintain  regular  collections  of  refuse  and  salvage  is  not.a 
easy  when  sickness  and  holidays  complicate  the  accepted  routine® 
Curing  1961*,  123  days  were  lost  through  sickness  compared  with 
330  days  in  1953;  151  in  1962  and  197  in  1961®  Holidays  account 

lor  about  32  mar./weeks  loss  of  working  time. 

353  hours  overtime  have  been  worked  at  a  cost  of  fl38.  This 
was  necessitated  by  (a)  vehicles  being  under  repair,  (b)  mailing 
up  time  at  holiday  periods,  (c)  weekend  and  night  work  at  tip 
fires. 


Protective  clothing:  Overalls  are  provided  at  the  rate  cf  2  sets 
per  year®  Waterproof  coats  and  trousers  are  issued  and  renewed  as 
required. 


Refuse  Disposal:  4,472  tons  of  household  and  trade  refuse  have 
been  collected  and  all  of  it  has  been  disposed  of  at  Quarry  Moor 
tip. 

The  weight  of  refuse  collected  is  ascertained  by  weighing 
several  loads  each  week®  The  estimated  weights  for  previous  years 
have  been

The  refuse  continues  to  be  of  a  very  light  and  bulky  nature.  It 
is  difficult  to  consolidate  without  appropriate  mechanical,  help 
and  is  the  cause  of  vehicles  getting  "begged  down"  although  duck  boards 
are  in  constant  use. 

As  far  as  is  possible  *  again  without  mechanical  assistance  - 
the  deposit  of  refuse  is  controller*  but  the  accepted  standard  for 
controlled  tipping  is  not  attained. 

The  deliberate  burning  of  refuse  -  and  roughly  8C%  of  it  Is 
combustible  -  is  kept  to  a  minimum  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
the  Clean  Air  Act. 

Fires  caused  by  trespassers  occurred  four  times.  On  three  occasions 
the  fires  were  extinguished  within  two  days;  on  the  fourth  occasion 
the  fire  lasted  from  the  6th  November  to  the  31st. December,  the  delay 
being  due  to  the  bulldozer  not  being  available  and  the  lmpossibiloty 
of  extinguishing  the  fire  by  water*, 
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Apart  from  starting  fires,  there  was  considerable  damage  and  in¬ 
convenience  caused  by  trespassers  -  e.g®  -  glass  bottles  broken 
and  thrown  ever  the  roadways,  the  workmens  hut  broken  open  several  times 
and  materials  sto.-.en.  In  August,  IS 54,  two  persons  were  prosecuted 
and  fined  for  pilfering  salvage  materials  from  the  tip. 

Since  tipping  commenced  at  Quarry  Moor  in  August,  .1957,, 
approximately  29,000  tons  cf  refuse  and  4,000  tons  cf  other  materials 
have  been  deposited.  Depending  on  how  the  Council  would  like  the 
contours  of  the  land  leaving,  the  tip  will  last  approximately  two  to 
three  years. 

Refuse  is  accepted  at  the  tip  from  the  Ripon  Mil i tar;/  Camp  and  from 
the  Royal  Air  Force  Station  at  Dishforth.  A  charge  of” £50  per  year 
is  made  in  each  case. 

Private  individuals  are  allowed  to  deposit  material  on  Quarry  Moor 
tip  at  a  charge  of  5/“  per  load  or  equivalent.  No  charge  is  made 
for  material,  which  is  of  value  in  tipping  operations  or  which  would 
otherwise  be  collected  by  our  own  vehicles  free  of  cost.  Aoout  100 
loads  were  accepted  and  about  £14  was  received  in  charges. 


Refuse  Disposal  in  the  Future:  A  site  for  a  new  tip  Is  not  easy  to 
find.  It  needs  to  be  easy  of  access  and  not  adjacent  to  dwelling 
houses.  Land  in  the  occupation  of  the  Military  In  Galphay  Lane  has 
been  considered  as  a  possible  site  for  the  joint  use  of  Ripon  City 
and  Ripon  and  Pateley  Bridge  R.D.C.  Following  an  enquiry  the  War 
Office  have  stated  that  they  cannot  release  the  land.  Investigations 
are  proceeding  in  respect  of  other  sites. 

It  must  be  stated  that  the  present  method  of  disposal  of  household 
refuse  by  tipping  is  not  corns idered  satisfactory.  The  content  of 
refuse  has  changed  very  considerably  in  recent  years;  it  is  now  much 
bulkier  and  lighter.  It  is  more  combustible  and  difficult  to 
consolidate. 

The  methods  now  being  adopted  by  progressive  authorities  for  the 
hygienic  disposal  of  refuse  Include  (a)  incineration, 

(b)  composting,  and  (c)  pulverisation*  The  method  most  applicable 
to  Ripon  would  be  (c)  pulverisation* 

Pulverisation,  very  briefly,  consists  of  putting  the  refuse  through 
a  shredding  machine  which  reduces  the  bulk  by  two-thirds.  Therefore 
there  is  a  saving  in  tipping  space,  there  is  adequate  consolidation, 
fire  risk  is  very  remote  and  there  is  virtually  no  nuisance  from 
smell,  flies  or  vermin. 
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The  method  of  refuse  disposal  will  need  to  be  considered  by  the 
Council  on  a  future  occasion.

The  net  result  is  an  increase  of  £'384  over  the  year  1963/64 
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SALVAGE:  From  April  to  October  1964  there  was  a  restriction 

on  the  disposal  of  waste  paper  due  to  high  stocks  at  the 
processing  mills.  From  November  the  restriction  was  lifted 
and  sales  of  waste  paper  improved.  There  was  a  small  increase 
in  price. 

One  vehicle  is  engaged  in  collecting  salvage  from  shops 
and  business  premises.  921  loads  were  collected  during  the 
year.  Each  vehicle  collecting  refuse  has  a  rack  on  the  cab 
roof  to  store  salvage  material  collected  fiom  households. 

Waste  paper,  cardboard,  tins  and  other  saleable  material 
is  segregated  from  refuse  at  the  tip  but  the  results  of 
manual  separation  are  not  very  satisfactory  and  much  useful 
material  is  lost. 

Separate  arrangements  are  made  for  the  collection  of 
confidential  papers  from  commercial  premises.  The  papers  are 
put  into  sacks  and,  if  necessary  sealed.  At  the  receiving 
mills  these  sacks  are  emptied  directly  into  shredding  machines. 

Equipment  for  baling  at  the  depot  consists  of  a  Crawford 
twin  screw  electric  press  for  mixed  paper  and  cardboard.  Hand 
operated  presses  are  used  for  newspaper  and  textiles.  A 
Petrie  and  McNaught  horizontal  press  is  used  for  baling  tins. 
Bales  of  paper  weigh  up  to  3  cwts.  and  tins  about  ±  cwt. 

A  Corporation  fore-loading  tractor  is  used  t5  load 
dispatch  vehicles.  Due  to  the  size  of  the  vehicles  they 
cannot  negotiate  the  approaches  to  the  Corporation  weighbridge 
and  are  therefore  weighed  at  the  receiving  mills  at 
V.'arri  ngton. 

The  total  expenses  show  a  general  decrease  on  the  previous 
year  due  to  a  reduction  in  wages  overtime.  The  income  was 
substantially  higher  than  the  previous  year  and  the  highest 
for  fourteen  years.

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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUT I OK 


Domestic:  The  main  purpose  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  is  to 

provide  a  means  of  reducing  the  air  pollution  caused  by  domestic 
chimneys.  The  Ministry  has  for  some  years  been  pressing  local 
authorities  in  'black  areas'  to  speed  up  the  submission  of 
Smoke  Control  Orders.  Rlpon  is  not  in  a  'black  area'  and  no 
Smoke  Control  Orders  have  been  made. 

In  common  with  most  other  authorities,  the  City  adopted  a 
byelaw  in  1957  the  purpose  of  which  is  to  facilitate  smoke 
abatement  in  future  by  securing  that  domestic  solid  fuel 
appliances  in  buildings  erected  from  then  onwards  were  of  a 
type  capable  of  being  operated  without  producing  smoke.  In  the 
event  of  such  properties  being  included  in  future  smoke  control 
orders  no  grant  would  be  payable  towards  the  cost  of  any 
necessary  conversions. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  no  facilities  fcr  recording 
atmospheric  pollution  in  Ripon. 

The  City  maintains  contact  with  the  Department  of  Scientific 
and  Industrial  Research  by  the  payment  of  a  small  annual  sub¬ 
scription.  Statistical  literature  is  received. 


Industrial:  Smoke  from  factory  chimneys  has  been  greatly  reduced 
in  recent  years  by  firms  carrying  out  modifications  to 
existing  plant.  The  occasional  nuisance  caused  by  excessive 
smoke  emission  Is  due  to  the  boiler  attendant  either  'bantling  up' 
prior  to  a  meal  break  or  stoking  up  to  satisfy  an  urgent  demand 
for  additional  steam. 


Difficulties  are  experienced  by  local  paint  manufacturing 
firms  in  the  disposal  of  waste  paint,  varnish,  spirits  and 
colour  bags.  To  burn  such  material  causes  smoke  and  smell  and  is 
an  offence  against  the  Clean  Air  Act.  To  bury  It  ^constitutes  a 
fire  hazard  for  some  considerable  time.. The  problem  has  not  yet 
been  solved  and  although  the  firms  concerned  are  willing  to 
co-operate  in  finding  s  satisfactory  solution,  a  rather  uneasy 
truce  exists  as  the  Council's  Officers  have  to  balance  nuisance 
and  annoyance  to  affected  residents  with  the  admitted  necessity 
of  disposing  of  rather  large  quantities  of  Inflammable  material 
from  one  of  Ripon's  principal  industries. 

New  chimneys  and  installations:  To  satisfy  the  provisions  of 
Sec.  10  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  advice  has  been  given  to 
several  applicants  with  regard  to  the  acceptable  height  of 
chimneys,  capacity  of  heating  plants  and  types  of  fuel. 
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SWIMMING  BATHS 


Spa  Baths:  The  Spa  swimming  bath,  owned  by  the  City,  is  a 
popular  attraction  and  an  asset  of  considerable  value. 

The  water  is  subjected  to  a  process  of  continuous 
filtration,  chlorination  and  heating.  The  quality  has 
conformed  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  standard. 

Improvements  have  been  made  to  the  dressing  accommodation 
and  other  parts  of  the  structure.  To  comply  with  modern 
practice  and  in  the  interests  of  hygiene  it  is  essential 
that  footbaths  be  provided  between  the  dressing  rooms  and 
the  pool. 


Grammar  School:  This  swimming  bath  is  used  only  by  pupils 
of  the  Grammar  School.  It  is  tiled  and  rocfed  in  a 
hygienic  and  modern  style.  The  water  is  continuously 
filtered,  chlorinated  and  neated.  The  standard  of 
quality  is  good.

The  Act  deals  mainly  with  closing  hours  and  conditions  of 
employment.

Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963:  This  Act  is 
designed  to  Improve  the  standards  of  health,  safety  and 
welfare  in  shops  and  offices  in  which,  throughout  the 
country,  some  8  million  persons  are  employed.  It  requires 
standards  of  environmental  conditions  similar  to  those 
which  have  heen  enjoyed  in  the  industrial  field  for  many 
years. 

The  Act  came  into  operation,  in  several  stages,  during  1961+. 
After  the  1st  May  all  affected  premises  had  to  be  registered 
and  this  was  made  widely  known  by  national  and  local  publicity. 

At  the  end  of  1961+  the  following  premises  had  been 
registered:  169* 


The  work  of  administration  and  inspection  of  the  various 
premises  means  a  considerably  increased  volume  cf  work 
for  the  staff  of  your  Health  Department.

Additional  Sites:  These  are  governed  by  the  Caravan  Sites  and 
Control  of  Development  Act,  I960.  Whilst  the  Act  has  done 
much  to  Improve  the  general  conditions  of  approved  sites 
the  problem  of  the  nomadic  traveller  still  exists.  During 
196/4,  the  Health  Committee  gave  much  thought  to  the 
possibility  of  providing  sites  for  two  classes  of  caravan, 
etc.,  travellers: 

(a)  the  holiday  caravan  type  which  requires 

a  site  in  pleasant  surroundings  with  basic 
sanitary  amenities  for  short  period  stays 

and 

(b)  the  travelling  scrap  metal  dealers  and 
occasional  gypsies  whose  natural  way  of  life 

is  to  stay  for  indefinite  periods  on  any  available 
waste  land  or  demolition  site  and  usually- 
causing  nuisance  and  annoyance  to  nearby  residents. 


In  the  case  of  (a)  enquiries  were  made  in  respect  of  several 
possible  sites  Including  part  of  Ure  Bank  Camp.  There  was  no 
success  and  as  a  local  caravan  site  was  to  be  extended  it  was 
thought  this  might  be  adequate  to  meet  the  demand.  The  matter 
was  deferred. 


In  the  case  of  (b)  enquiries  were  made  as  to  whether  adjoining 
authorities  would  combine  with'  thb  City  to  formulate  a  suitable 
scheme  as  the  problem  extended  beyond  the  boundaries  of  Ripon. 
Herq  again,  efforts  met  with  no  success  and  the  problem  has  been 
def erred* 

Approved  Sites:  At  the  end  of  196h  the  following  licensed 
sites  were  in  existence: 


(a)  Palace  Road . .  ..  22  caravans 

(b)  Little  Studley  Road  ,.  ..  16  " 

(c)  Boroughbridge  Road  ..  ..  16  " 

The  site  at  Little  Studley  Road  is  to  be  extended  and  a  new 
drainage  system  installed. 
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The  site  at  Boroughbridge  Road  was  frequently  found  to 
have  more  than  the  permitted  number  of  caravans  and  ultimately 
legal  proceedings  were  taken.  The  case  was  dismissed  as  a 
doubt  arose  on  whether  the  additional  caravans  were  actually  on 
the  licensed  site  (which  was  being  extended  and  was  unfenced) 
or  on  land  adjoining  the  site.  The  desired  effect  was  achieved 
in  that  the  number  of  caravans  was  eventually  reduced. 

Other  licensed  sites  consist  of: 


3  sites  of  1  caravan  each 
1  site  for  2  caravans 


Unofficial  sites:  The  usual  difficulties  were  experienced  with 
the  unofficial  establishment  of  sites  for  caravans.  One  site 
of  U  caravans,  another  2ith  8  and  numerous  individual  scrap  metal 
dealers.  In  all  cases  conditions  were  quite  unsatisfactory  and 
persistent  efforts  were  required  to  effect  clearance  of  the  sites. 

Since  an  open  area  of  land  at  Hell  Wath  was  fenced  off 
during  1%3  there  has  been  little  trouble  by  Itinerant  travellers. 
One  gypsy  family  camped  along  the  roadside.

PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1951 


Two  licences  have  been  applied  for  and  granted  for  the 
keeping  of  pet  animals  for  sale.

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PESTS  DESTRUCTION 


(a)  Rats  and  mice:  Towards  the  end  of  1964  there  was  a  sharp  rise 

in  the  number  of  complaints  of  Infested  premises  both  domestic 
and  industrial.  Quarry  Moor  tip  was  invaded  by  several  hundreds 
of  rats.  Persistent  and  concentrated  baiting  by  our  own  staff 
eventually  cleared  the  infestation. 

Several  infestations  of  mice  proved  troublesome  to  clear.  The 
usual  bait  -  warfarin  -  appeared  to  have  little  effect  and  success 
was  only  achieved  by  change  of  bait.

(c)  Rabbits:  Some  difficulty  has  been  experienced  In  the 

extermination  of  rabbits.  Complaints  have  been  received  of  these 
pests  destroying  garden  produce  and  young  plants.  Most  of  these 
rabbits  do  not  live  in  burrows  but  nest  on  the  ground  surface 
amongst  long  grass  and  shrubberies  and  sometimes  beneath  buildings 
and  huts  with  space  below  the  floor. 

Gassing  has  been  effective  in  some  cases  and  owners  of  buildings 
have  been  required  to  close  sub  floor  spaces,  etc,

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Five-year  Programme:  In  1955  all  local  authorities  were  required  to 
submit  a  programme  designed  to  clear  all  slum  type  houses  within 
five  years.  This  target  was  not  achieved  In  many  other  areas  apart 
from  Ripon.  The  work  has  continued  steadily  keeping  in  step  with 
new  building.

It  must  be  appreciated,  however,  that  when  a  further  34  houses  have 
been  dealt  with,  this  is  not  necessarily  the  end  of  slum  clearance. 

Some  of  the  small  older  houses  remaining  are  not  worthy  of  expensive 
reconditioning  and  the  only  reasonable  action  is  to  clear  them  and 
where  possible  redevelop  the  sites  in  accordance  with  modern  requirements. 

Where  it  Is  possible  for  houses  which  are  closed  to  be  reconditioned 
with  the  aid  of  financial  grants  this  is  usually  agreed. 


Improvement  of  Older  Houses.  It  has  been  obvious  for  many  years  to 
anyone  interested  in  housing  matters  that  there  are  large  numbers  of 
houses  worthy  of  improvement  -  with  at  least  a  15  year  life  -  but 
which  at  present  lack  the  essential  amenities  to  compare  with  the  higher 
standard  of  modern  houses. 
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The  Housing  Act,  1964,  provides  the  legal  machinery  for  these 
houses  to  be  improved.  In  the  words  of  the  Act  -  "to  compel 
the  carrying  out  of  works  for  the  improvement  of  dwellings  which 
are  without  all  or  any  of  the  standard  amenities”. 


The  "standard  anenities"  are  -  fixed  bath  or  shower;  wash  hand  basin; 
hot  and  cold  water  supply  at  bath,  hand  basin  and  sink;  water 
closet  in  or  immediately  adjacent  to  the  house,  and  a  food  store. 
Financial  grants  are  available  for  this  work  to  be  done.  It  can 
only  be  enforced  if  the  tenant  agrees. 

Reports  have  been  presented  to  the  Health  Committee  and  the 
Council  has  agreed  for  the  work  to  proceed.  It  is  estimated 
that  approximately  6C0  houses  in  Ripon  qualify  for  this  improve¬ 
ment.  Preliminary  investigations  commenced  before  the  end  of 
1954. 


Standard  and  Discretionary  Grants:  There  continues  to  be  a  steady 
flow  of  applications  for  one  or  other  of  these  grants  to 
improve  the  older  type  of  house.  During  1964  the  following  were 
approved  and  completed:

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FOOD  INSPECTION 


Milk:  The  sale  of  ordinary  untreated  milk  has  been  prohibited  in 

Ripon  since  1958.  Since  that  time  there  has  been  a  welcome 
rise  in  the  hygienic  quality  and  distribution  of  milk. 

A  few  complaints  were  received  of  dirty  bottles.  In  all 
cases  this  was  due  to  a  sterile  deposit  firmly  adhering  to  the 
interior  of  the  bottle.  The  cause  no  doubt  being  due  to  a  previous 
customers  misuse.  The  Dairy  Companies  take  great  care  to  discard 
any  affected  bottles  and  frequently  have  them  returned  after  being 
used  for  paint,  cement,  paraffin,  home  perm  solutions,  etc.,  etc. 
Due  to  breakages,  lost  bottles  and  misuse  some  350  million  bottles 
have  to  be  replaced  each  year  at  a  cost  of  £7  million.  Disposable 
cartons  would  seem  to  be  the  ultimate  answer  to  the  problem.

The  two  unsatisfactory  samples  were  reported  to  the  Veterinary  Division 
of  the  Ministry  of  agriculture  for  appropriate  action. 

The  practice  of  approving  applications  from  small  shopkeepers  for  the 
sale  of  milk  appears  to  be  justified.  So  long  as  storage  facilities  are 
satisfactory  a  useful  service  is  provided  for  customers.  The  number  of 
shops  registered  is  12.

The  quality  of  the  ice  cream  and  methods  of  retail  sale  have 
been  of  a  satisfactory  standard* 

k  samples  were  taken  for  analysis.  All  were  of  Grade  I  quality. 


Other  Foods:  Several  complaints  were  received  of  food  -  mainly 
pastries  -  being  found  unsatisfactory  after  purchase.  Action 
appropriate  to  the  circumstances  was  taken  in  each  case. 

Two  prosecutions  were  instituted  on  the  following  circumstances 


(a)  A  customer  produced  a  sample  of  rice  purchased 
from  a  local  shop.  The  rice  was  affected  by 
small  maggots.  On  investigation  similar  rice 
exposed  for  sale  at  the  shop  also  contained  small 
maggots.  The  offenders  were  prosecuted  and  fined 
£10. 


(b)  A  customer  produced  a  cream  cookie  in  which  a  wasp 
was  embedded.  An  inspection  of  the  bakehouse  was 
made  and  an  excessive  infestation  of  wasps  was  found 
together  with  defects  of  the  premises  and  other 
offences  against  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.  The 
offender  was  fined  £5  in  respectof  the  wasp  in  the  cookie 
and  £10  in  respect  of  each  of  four  other  offences 
against  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 
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At  the  request  of  traders  quantities  of  food  were  examined 
and  the  following  were  condemned  r^d  destroyed.

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Food  Premises:  The  inspection  and  improvement  of  food 
premises  continued  steadily  during  1964.  Publicity 
material  stressing  the  importance  of  personal  hygiene 
in  the  handling  of  food  was  issued. 

There  is  still  room  for  improvement  in  certain  retail 
shops.  Meats  and  sweets  are  handled  Instead  of  using 
scoops  and  tongs;  •'unwrapped"  food  is  displayed  where 
persons  can  touch  it  either  by  handling  or  clothing. 
Certain  premises  still  require  a  hygienic  'face  lift'. 


Market  Stalls:  Considerable  supervision  has  been  found  to 

be  necessary  as  several  of  the  food  stalls  would  otherwise 
be  constantly  offending  against  the  Food  Regulations. 
Written  and  verbal  warnings  have  been  given  mainly  In 
respect  of  placing  fruit  and  vegetables  on  the  ground  and 
in  not  displaying  names  and  addresses.  The  time  is  coming 
when  stronger  action  will  need  to  be  taken  to  ensure  that 
the  sale  of  food  from  market  stalls  must  be  comparable  in 
matters  of  hygiene  to  the  conditions  required  in  retail 
shops. 
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Slaughterhouses :  There  are  two  licensed  slaughterhouses  in 

the  City.  The  principal  one  is  operated  by  a  firm  of 
wholesalers  with  whom  the  Corporation  has  an  agreement  to 
maintain  slaughtering  facilities  for  Ripon  butchers.  Meat 
is  exported  from  Ripon  to  markets  at  Liverpool,  Leeds,  Newcastle 
and  Sunderland « 


The  second  slaughterhouse  is  used  by  one  butcher  only. 

Both  places  conform  to  the  Regulations  and  both  are  conducted  in 
a  satisfactory  manner.  Officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
make  ar  annual  inspection.

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Meat  Inspection  Regulations.  1963..  These  Regulations  came  into 
force  on  the  1st  October,  19&3.  They  require  (a)  a  higher 
standard  of  meat  inspection  than  formerly  operated;  (b)  a 
system  of  meat  marking  to  indicate  that  the  meat  has  been  ins¬ 
pected  and  passed  for  human  consumption,  and  (c)  to  Institute  a 
system  of  charges  for  meat  inspection. 

This  work  necessitated  the  appointment  of  an  additional 
Inspector  and  after  some  delay  due  to  the  shortage  of  applicants, 
Mr.  D.  Andrews  was  appointed  and  commenced  duties  In  June,  1964. 
Meat  inspection  takes  up  a  large  part  of  one  Inspector's  time. 

Messts.  Arnold  and  Dennison  objected  to  the  proposed  charges 
and  discussions  were  held  to  find  agreement.  The  maximum  charges 
allowed  by  the  Regulations  are  -

In  view  of  the  large  number  of  pigs  slaughtered  the  charge  was 
reduced  from  9d.  to  6d&  otherwise  these  figures  operated  from 
October  1963  to  June  1964.  The  Council  agreed  to  a  2%  reduction  in 
the  account  until  an  additional  Meat  inspector  was  appointed.  From 
July  1964  the  maximum  charges  have  been  paicU

"Export"  meat  grant:  This  grant  was  from  the  Ministry  to  cover 
Inspection  costs  prior  to  the  fixing  of  specific  charges. 
Officially  it  ceased  to  be  paid  March  31st,  1963,  but  the  new 
charges  were  not  operative  until  October  1963.  The  A.H.C.  pressed 
the  Ministry  to  pay  for  the  6  months  from  April  to  September  and 
this  was  eventually  agreed.  £165  was  received  by  the  Council. 


Slaughtermen's  Licences.  Before  a  person  is  allowed  to  use  an 
appliance  to  stun  an  animal  for  slaughter  he  must  be  considered  a 
fit  and  proper  person  to  do  so  and  be  a  minimum  age  of  18.

In  September  1964  a  full  report  was  presented  to  the  Health  Committee. 
It  was  resolved  - 

(a)  to  repair  the  conveniences  (except  the  Market  Place) 

(b)  to  improve  and  extend  the  Market  Place  conveniences. 

(c)  to  abolish  the  charges  of  Id.  and  3d.  for  washing 

facilities  at  the  Market  Place. 
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Minute  556/196/|  gives  authority  to  close  the  Minster  Road 
conveniences  at  6  p.m.  during  the  winter  months. 

The  Income  from  the  conveniences  administered  by  the  Health 
Committee  for  the  year  196U/5  was  £/*28  plus  £59  from  the  weighing 
machines.  This  gives  a  paying  user  figure  of  102,723  persons.  As 
one  W.C.  Is  free  and  others  have  been  free  pending  lock  repairs, 
the  true  figure  will  be  In  the  region  of  150,000  users.  The  Bus 
Station  and  other  conveniences  are  additional  to  these  figures. 

A  full  time  attendant  is  employed  for  the  men's  conveniences,  car 
parking  and  supervision  of  taxis.  A  woman  is  employed  part  time 
(23  hours  per  week)  for  the  ladles  conveniences. 

For  the  financial  year  196Z+/5  the  total  expenditure  was  £1,Z*31  and 
the  Income  £/*87. 

The  conveniences  at  Market  Place,  Minster  Road  and  Harrogate 
Road  have  been  the  principal  sufferers  as  a  result  of  wilful  damage. 
Fittings  have  been  stolen;  wall  tiling  extensively  damaged; 
pedestals  broken;  urinal  stalls  broken  and  water  pipes  wrenched  from 
the  walls.  A  monthly  report  Is  given  to  the  Health  Committee  on 
this  matter. 
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
